—There were in the Lrifh Houfe of Commons not lefs 
than 116 placeamen and penfioners. ‘This public degra- 
dation and punifhment was held out in terrorem to the 
remainder, from which he anticipated nothing fhort of 
attempting, by fuch means, that excefs of intimidation 
aud corruption, which may eventually create a forced 
majority, at fame moment of national weaknefs. He 
noticed the remark of an Hon. Gentleman (Mr Can- 
ning) which west fo far as to fay, that nothing but an

He afked, 
why fhoulda Union only be capable of healing thofe 
divifions Would not a free Legiflature be equally ca- 
pable of the duty and the tafk ; was there any thing 
which a Union could give, but an unbiaffed Parliament 
could grant? . He made fome fevere remarks on the 
affertion of Mr Pitt, that tended to the fame point ona 
former night, and contended that it was a direct infult 
to the Parliament of Irelaad, and calculated to fow the 
feeds of eternal difcord between the two kingdoms ;— 
for he ensphatically defired to know whether, if her Par- 
liament was pure, and her Government honelt, could 
not every political blefling that a Union pretended to 


hold out, be as effectually and as effentially accomplith-, 


ed? Common fenfe was with him in that pofition. He 
then took a general review of whatihe termed the fallaci- 
ous arguments advanced in fupport. (Mr Pitt having 
{miled) he faid the Right Hon. Gentleman might well 
fmile, but Ireland had caufe to weep. 

Tn one refpect, the Hon. Gentleman might be con- 
fidered as having coalefced with the United Irith. He 
awas agreed with them in five points out of eight. The 
United Irith fay, that ** their Government had a moft 
deftrugtive influence upon the country”—fo faid the 
Right Hon. Gentleman. “ All the grievances, cala- 
mities, and miferies of Ireland are to be attributed to 
Government,” faid the United Irifhmen. “ Yes,’ faid 
the. Right Hon, Gentleman, * they always acted under 
the influence of Englifh fa@ion.”” The Government 
rauft be deftroyed,” argue the United Irith. The Right 
Hon. Gentleman faid the fame thing. The Right 
Hon. Gentleman had then preseded to ftate, that in 
three inftances the truth of his aflertion was clear, of 
the prevalence of Englith fa&ion ; all of which inftan- 
€¢¢ occurred during the time that fome ef his prefent 
friends were in oppofition, and while the Duke of 
Portland was at the head of that party. The evil they 
both agreed in, and in fome manner as to the remedy. 
The only difference was as to what form of Govern- 
ment they fhould fubftitute—the United Irith wifhed for 
a Republic, and the Right Hon, Gentleman intended 
to take the Government into his own hands. The que- 
ftion was,, whether the Houfe would fecond that Right 
Hon, Gentleman in his plan of ufing the influence of 
Government and its powerful intimidation? He then 
adverted to that part of the intended fyftem which 
fhould introduce the Irifh Reprefentatives into that 
Houfe, and, in doing fo, took occafion to glance at 
the fentiments and terms which a Noble Lord (Hawkef- 
bury) treated that fabject. That Noble Lord had faid, 
that, inftead of abjenteci/m being increafed by a Legifla- 
tive Union, it would decreafe, and that the introduc- 
tion into that Houfe of roo Irith Knights, and their 
abfence eight months out of twelve in the year, would 
enable them, on their return, to promote civilization 
and good neighbourhood among their tenantry, and to 
teach their refpective communities the value of their 
temporary abfence. This he thought fo repugnant to 
reafon, thathe wuuld leave it as he found it, to refute 
itfelf. 

He then, in a ftile of great pleafantry and irony, fup- 
pofed that the innate modefty of thefe one hundred 
knights would at firft: be panic ftruck at that auguft af- 
fembly ; and as it was formerly the cafe when a Speak- 
er happened to be elected, it was ufual to force him to 
the Chair, fo it would be found neceflary to fend the 
Serjeant at Arms to compel  thefe wandering Knights 
fo fair” to take their feats; or it was equally probable 
that,.dazzled with the fplendours of that Houfe, and 
terrified at the mace, they would e’en creep on all-fours, 
till inured by the fame diffidence they mutt confequent- 
Jy witnefs in their oppofite Scotch neighbours, at Jaft af- 
fume, by, eafy gradations, that becoming affurance that 
would render them acquiefcing inftruments to every 
Minifter.. In this ftrain he proceeded a confiderable 
time, and contended that a reform inthe Houfes of 
Parliament, and the fame in the Executive Government 
of Ireland, could only, properly, legitimately, and con- 
ftitutionally, continue and promote a real and lafting 
bond of amity between the two countries; that would 
defeat faction, deftroy religious feuds, encourage com- 
merce, induftry, and peace, and be effentially beneficial 
tothe empire. Convinced, therefore, of thefe fenti- 
ments, and as he fuggefted on a former night, he thould 
propofe, inftead of the order of the day, the following 
propofitions, viz. 

Firft, That this Houfe do refolve, that no meafure 
onght to be introduced for encreafing the amity be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland. that has not for its 
bafis the manifeft, fair, and free confent of the Parlia- 
ments of both kingdoms. 

Secondly, That any perfon attempting to obtain the 
fame by corruption and intimidation, is an enemy to 
his Maiefty and tohis country. 

Thefe beipg read from the Chair, 

Mr Pitt, feid, that as the Honourable Gentle- 
man had entered rather into a general difcuflion of the 
merits of the meafure than that of confining himfelf to 
that motion regularly before the Houle, he fhould not 
follow him, but confine himfelf fhortly to that part of 
the topic that more immediately related to the difmifal 


Pv) 
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of perfons in office ; he infifted that this circumflance 
was no argument of intimidation being ufed, and this 
he iiluftrated as follows: Perfons holding high offices 
in a government, have a juft right to entertain their 
own opinions, as in all other fituations in life. If 
thefe on any great and important fubject of ftate ne 

ceflity or expediency, differ from the majority of their 
coadjutors, and refign their employment, recede, oF 
are difmiffed, this argues nothing more than the ne- 
ceffity that their fituations fhould be occupied by thofe 
whofe fentiments may accord with that majority in 
fuch important and fundamental objects of national 
confideration. Was it by difunion of Cabinets that 
kingdoms were to be governed ? If the negative of that 
were to be admitted, as it muft,. then it was for una- 
‘nimity of Councils, not for intimidation of perfons, or 
degradation of individuals, that fuch feceflions, refig- 
nations or difmiffions were rendered neceflary. 

He urged this topic in very logical and argumenta- 
tive terms, and fubmitted to the fincerity of the Hon. 
Gentleman (Mr Sheridan) wiether he would gravely 
affert or attempt to maintain the contrary out of that 
Houfe. (Mr Sheridan here fignified acrofs the table 
that he certainly would.) He then proceeded to thew 
the futility of fuch harfh and unftatefmanlike language 
and fentiments, and deprecated the propofitions, the 
firft particularly, which on account of the truifm it con- 
tained, carried with it the moft. mifchievous tendency, 
without being calculated to any kind of political pur- 
pofe or beneficial end, as it marked him as an objec 
feeking to accomplith a meaiure which had not the fanc- 
tion of a fair and free Irifh Parliament, but fuch as_in- 
timidation and corruption might warp. ‘This he was 
proud to think would not be found the cafe; and he 
entertained no doubt but the Irifh Parliament, by their 
decifion, would confute the afperfion. He ‘then con- 
cluded with urging his original motion. 

Mr Grer faid, the Right Honourable Gentleman had 
ftated the neceflity of unanimity in his Majefty’sCouncils, 
without which there could be neither governors or go- 
verned ; where was this defire of unanimity when 
that Gentleman firit came into office, and yet did he 
not (as now on the fubject of the Union} {tate Reform 
in Parliament the object moft dear to him, and coeval 
with his life, but did he on that occafion prevail on one of 
his new coadjutors to refign, or compel one of them to 
be difmiffed? Certainly not; Did he in the matter of 
the Slave Trade, when he made an empty parade of his 
fentiments to obtain an abolition, avowed himfelf its ad- 
vocate, and yet when the object was loft by the means 
of his Prscet friends, did he remove one of them for 
differing with him in a matter of fuch effential and fun- 
damental ftate importance ? Certainly not ; but he can 
always render “ exifting circumftances” favourable to 
any projedt, and he fhould not be furprized to hear 
that Honourable Gentleman with his accuftomed inge- 
nuity, take advantage of terms, and fay none of the a- 
forementioned fubjeéts required that extent of unanimity 
as this. . And, that to obtain 2 Union there mult be no 
difcord in the councils of the King, or with the Exe- 
cutive Government. 

He then followed Mr Sheridan upon the topic of in- 
timidation, to fecure a majority in the Irifh Huufe, and 
by way of illuftration, adverted to the difmiffal of the 
Prime Serjeant there, whofe fituation, merely as a law- 
officer, did not make him amenable for political fins, or 
even afford him an opportunity of thwarting any Mini- 
{ter’s views in that country : his difmiffal therefore from 
his profefhonal office, was a dire& ac of abfolute inti- 
midation. He dwelt fame time on this, fubject, and 
concluded with ftating his oppofition td the original 
motion, and his fupport of the propofitions. 

Mr Sueripan in reply to Mr Pitt ftated, that a 
maxim was now to be adhered to, which went the 
length of faying, no alternative is left for Ireland, but 
mifery or Union. ‘The Right Hon. Gentleman hint- 
ed at this in his fpeech; he threatened the commerce 
of that kingdom, in cafe of non-compliance with his 
new meafure ; but he dealt unwifely, for he would find 
he was inculcating in the nature of the native Irifh a 
fentiment of hoftile afpeét, 

“ Delenda est Carthago.” 

Or England or Ireland mutt fall, This awful alter- 
native was to be the refult of his mifchicvous mea- 
fares.

On our return to the gallery we found the Houfe a- 
gain in debate on the motion “ that the Speaker do 
leave the chair.” 

The Hon. St Anprew Sr Joun was on his legs. — 

The queftion to be confidered, he obferved, was not, 
whether advantage was likely to accrue to the Empire 
from the meafure, but whether, under the prefent cir- 
cumftances (the Irifh Houfe of Commons having de- 
clared themfelves hoitile to the Union) any good could 
happily refult from agitating the queltion at this mo- 
ment. 
_He was not, however, prepared to give a decided o- 
pinion on the policy of the propofed Union; nor, in- 
deed, did the motion before the Houfe call for that de- 
cifion. But fatisfied that, at all events, the prefent was 
notthe proper feafon for agitating the queftion, he 
thould oppofe the Speaker’s leaving the chair. 

Mr Grey conjured the Houfenot to be led away. 
t was incumbent upon the Right Hon. Gentleman, not 
only to convince the Houfe of the expediency of a le- 
gillative Union, but likewife to fatisfy them of the fit- 
nefs of the time.—I certainly am no advocate (conti- 
nued Mr Grey) for the good conduét and merits of the 
Trith Parliament ; but I may well feel furprized that the 
Right Hon. Gentleman, who has fo frequently made 
that Parliament the theme of the higheft paneygric, 
thould fo fuddenly change his note —Are the Irith dif. 
contented with their Parliament ?—Are petitioners from 
that country at your bar to requeft the abrogation and 
difmiffal of its Senate? Or has the Irith Parliament, in 
oppofition to the with of the Right, Hon. Gentleman 
adopted a fyftem which he cannot pofhbly join ? : 

The prefent meafure, Mr Grey contended, was cal- 
culated to aggravate the feuds and difcontents of Ire- 
land in a moit alarming degree.

= the real queftion now at iffue is, W hether the 
difeafes from whence the prefent diftracted and unhappy 
ftate proceeds, are molt likely to be cured by the pre- 
fent item of Goyeroment in Ireland, by ite feparate 
and as they call it, “ independent Parliament, or by 
an incorporated Union of the Parliaments of both king- 
doms ? And in viewing the circumitances of that king- 
dom, the firft thing that ftrikes me is, the great and 
fandamental diffentions in that country, arifing from re- 
ljoious diftin@ions ; and this does not furprife me, for 
Lunder{tand, from authority on which I can rely, that 
no matter for the precife numbers, but that three-fourths 
of the people, at lealt, are of a different religious per- 
fuafion from thofe to whom the legiflative and executive 
authority is confided, who are conttituted from the re- 
maining one-fourth, Is this, or not, a fair defcription 
of that part of the fituation of Ireland? There can 
hardly exift in human nature a ftronger ground for dif- 
fenfion or animofity. It is impoflible, therefore, that 
a Government fo conftituted can enjoy the confidence 
of the Irith people. The majority mult fecl that they 
are totally excluded from a fhare in the Government, 
folely on account of their being Catholics. 3 
To do away thefe grounds of diffention, I maintain 
that a United Parliament of both kingdoms would be 
more adequate, and more confiftent in its nature and 
difpofitions, and to bring thofe rancours and animofities 
to a happy conclufion. I alfo contend, that a proper 
and fufficient incorporation of the Lords and Commons 
from Ireland with the Britith Parliament, would be fo- 
vereignly efficacious. 
And here, Sir, I mult remark, that Gentlemen talk 
of the Parliament of Ireland as if it were wholly com- 
ofed of the two Eftates refident in that kingdom.— 
Did they forget the Third Eftate, the Regal Authority 
refident in Great Britain, and that the controul of this 
Executive is confidered as one of the greatelt privileges 
of the Britifh Parliament? ‘This leads to a queftion 
which I fhall put—Whether the Parliament of Ireland, 
as now conttituted, has fo great a controul over the Ex- 
ecutive Branch of the Conttitution, as it would have 
incorporated with the Parliament of Great Britain. In 
refpect of this idea, { can adduce the authority of Mr 
Grattan, the reputed champion of Irith liberty :—the 
effect of his argument upon an occafion where the que- 
ftion applied, was, that Ireland, on the very important 
points of peace and war, was bound blindly to follow 
the Parliament of Great Britain; that was fo far fur- 
rendering the controul of the Irifh Parliamect over the 
Executive ina very great inftance. It would be other- 
wife, werean Union of Legiflatures to take place.— 
How is it, Sir, with Scotland? Let the acceffion of 
power by the Union to the reprefentatives of that coun- 
try be confidered. I,as one of the forty-five members, 
can maintain the rights of Scotland in the Britifh Par- 
liament, and in the face of the Englifh teprefentatives, 
and can take care that the interefts of Scotland fuffer 
in no refpeét. This acceflion of power and refpectabi- 
lity beft {peaks for itfelf, and fuch would, in the event 
of an Union, be experienced by Ireland ; fo would it 
in every great and material queftion be more efficient 
and refpectable than in its sealeat mode of conftruétion. 


a fine founding word—a member can ftart up and fay, 
I am one of the independent Parliament of [reland— 
But, what conftitutes its real independence? Is it be- 
caufe it fits in a different piece of ground or fuil from 
the Parliament of Great Britain? Thefe are thallow 
and idle diftinétions. The real confideration with the 
Irith fhould be, whether a Parliament fo conftituted as 
that now refident in Ireland, can be fo beneficially em- 
ployed for the interefts of their country, as if a proper 
number of reprefentatives from the two Eftates were 
incorporated with the Britifh Parliament. It is an ab- 
folute mis-{tatement of terms, when the Gentlemen op- 
pofed to the meafure fay, that an Union would deftroy 
the Parliament of Ireland—it would do no fich thing ; 
it would be placing it in a firuation where it could bene- 
fit Ireland, which is not the cafe at prefent. 

If the defired Union were to take place, the Irih 
Reprefentatives would foon be duly impreffed with the 
acceflion to their confequence ; they would feel their 
importance as Members of the Imperial Parliament.— 
Every thing connected with the widely extended Bri- 
tifh empire would regularly fall under their canfider- 
ation—they would be bound by nothing but their own 
judgments and opinions, and their own fenfe of the 
feelings of mankind. When the Union between the 
kingdoms of England and Scotland was repeatedly 
propofed, did the Legiflature or people of the latter 
realm exprefs any anger at the propofal? They did 
not. The mode uniformly adopted on thefe occafions 
was precilély that adopted in the prefent inftance.— 
The Sovereign fent a communication upon the fubject, 
at the fame time, to the Parliaments of both kingdoms. 
I fhall now trouble the Houfe, and prefs to the con- 
fideration of Gentleman oppofite to mea few ftate- 
ments, which will thew beyond cavil, the great bene- 
fits which Scotland received: from the Union—from

clufive. ] 
—-> . 

Tuefday General Tarleton,’ with his Lady and 
fuite, left town in order to embark for Portugal. — 
General Cuyler, the fecond in command, fet off this 
day fer the fame purpofe. In addition to the force 
which this country may {pare for the affiflance of the 
Portugucfe, it will be of great importance that time 
thould be given to organize and animate the troops of 
our ally, a tafk fot which the talents of the Com- 
manders are peeuli adapted. ,, . 

The defign which the Erench Diredtory have long 
entertained, of ftriking a blow at this country through 
Portugal, has been difcovered, we hope, (Labocably. 
The French cherifh the hope, that without naval 
means they will be able to dire& the weight of their 
military force in fuch a manner, as to counterbalancefthe 
influence of our naval victories, and to wre(t from us 
the new *cquired afcendancy in the Mediterranean.— 
The nullity of the Spanifh Government prefents them 
with an opportunity of attempting any enterprife which 
their policy may diétate againit Portugal, and our com- 
plicated interefts, involved in its fate. The attack has 
long been meditated, and recent events have given the 
French Government time and leifure for its attempt. 
Although the French”army, commanded by Angereau, 
is prepared for the expedition, the paflage of the Py- 
rences will for fome time tetard its departure, after 
which he has a tedious march of more than fix hundred 
miles to perform. ‘This delay will enable Goverament 
to,take every precaution requifite for the defence of a 
kingdom, which, both in peace and war, is fo nearly 
conneéted with the interefts of the Britith Empire. 

Refpefting the infurreétion of the Lazzaroni of 
Naples, in confequence of which the King and Royal 
Famliy found themfelves obliged to} abandon their capi- 
tal, it is reported that the Lazzaroni, gained over by 
the French faction, formed the plan of fecuring their 
Majetties, in order to force the Monarch to demand 
peace from the enemy. That Prioce, informed of 
the plot, which he’had not the means of averting by 
arms, privately concerted the means of his efcape with 
Lord Nelfon. The bufinels was conducted with fo 
much addrefs and fecrecy, that the Royal Family found 
itfelf in feeurity from infult at the moment that the con- 
fpirators prepared to furround and prevent them from 
effecting their embarkation, | It was then that the Laz-

‘They confift of many thoufand idle 
and ragged vagabonds, who ftroll about and fleep in 
the {treets of Naples, and fubfift by running on mef- 
fages, thieving and affaflinating. Thefe are forfooth 
to be the protecters of property! But they are very 
natural allies to the Directory.

MILITARY REGULATIONS, 

His Royal Highness the Commander in Chief has issued di- 
rections, that all returns, reports, letters, and’ pore, purely 
of a military and public nature, which are to’ be sent to the 
Adjutant Genera!, shall in future ‘be addressed “ to the Adju- 
tant General of the Forces, Horse Guards, London,” without 
adjoining his name; and that the formality hitherto observed 
in concluding official dispatches with “ I have the honour to 
be,” or, “ I am, &c.” isto be laid aside; and no sabscrip- 
tion is to be made use of, but simply the name and rank of the 
officer who writes them, together withthe particular character 
or capacity, in which he may be employed and serving at the 
time. ‘Ihat all official letrers from ge,j°ral and other officers, 
in command, which are designed to be laid before the Com- 
mander in Chief, are to be signed by the General or Com- 
manding Officers themselves. ‘That all official letters, intend- 
ed for the Deputy Adjutant General, or other officer belong- 
ing to the department, are'to be transmitted, under covers, 
addressed as above, to the Adjutant General. And, to prevent 
an improper expence of postage, that all official letters and re- 
turns sent to the Quarter Master General, or officers in his 
department, areto be sent under covers, addressed “ To the 
Right Hon. the Secretary at War, London ;” and on the out- 
side of the cover isto be written, “ Quarter Master General’s 
department.” 

ADDDITIONAL ARTICLE OF WAR RELATIVE TO RANK. 

Whereas it is highly expedient for our service, that we should 
declare what shall in future be the operation in respect to rank, 
of the commissions heretofore granted, and which shall hereafter 
be granted by us to the officers of ontrifencible forces, corps of yeo- 
manry cavalry, and volunteer corps, when respectively serving 
together, or in conjunction with our regular forres, or militia, 
or both; our will and pleasure therefore is, that the officers 
of regular forces, with whom the officers of our militia forces 
take rank, by a special provision made by Parliament in that 
behalf, as the youngest of their rank, shall in like manner 


have precedence of, and command the officers of equal de- 


greeeerving in our fencible forces, our yeomanry cavalry, and 
volunteer corps shall rank together, according to the dates of 
their respective commissions. 

We are at the same time pleased to declare it to be our reyal 
intention, and do hereby accordingly direct, That, notwith- 
standing the foregoing regulation, such officers of our fenci- 
bles as have commissiuns dated on or before the 25th day July 
1798, shall continue to rank with the officers of our regular 
forces of equal degree, according to the dates of their refpecs 
tive commissions, except when acting in conjunction also with 
the officers of our miiitla; in which case, if the commis- 
sion of the fencible officer be of a juvior date to that of the 
militia officer of the same degree, the regular officer of equal 
rank, although his commission be of a junior date to that of

The relative fituations of the two independent king- 
doms of England and Scotland are hiftorically and cor- 
rectly ftated, and, as Mr Dunas obferved with great 
juttice, Scotland at the time of the Union furrendered 
more than Ireland has in ber power’ to furrender, for 
fhe gave up an independent Crown. 

Whatever may be the ultimate fate of this great 
ueftion, we hope that the arguments of Mr Dunpas 
will be confidered by the Irifh nation with due deli- 
beration , and fetting afide the influence of national 
partiality, or party diltinctions, they will ftrialy 
follow that line of canduct which by the fair deduc- 
tions of reafon and analogy, appears beit fitted to pro- 
mote the.real intercfts of the two countries, by joining
